heave had from that Generation , is now become evident to many; yet 
thanks be teGod,who through the arm of his power hatÞ hitherto pre- 
ſerved-thers-out of their ſnare ; and th:y-bave choſen rather to ſuffer - 
their torments and torturings (which they have been (uffered to en= 
flift wpon them) then to imbrace their pleaſures and proffers of pre- 

erment , whereby they have manifefted themſelves to be of the true- 
Iſraelites indeed, and to be minded like Moſes, who chuſed rather 
to ſuffer affliftion with the people of God, then to enjoy the plea«

the fir moneth Anno 1662, wutill the ſeventh moneth 1663.

He 29. of the 1, meneth (called March) 1662. Ffohn Philly 

& Ipyilliam Moore being refreſhed by the overflowing of the 
ſtreams of the loye of God through thee, we took our leaye of 
thee and the reſt of our dear friends in Germany, and what a crofle 
it was to my fleſh and bloud to leave thee and them, and to take ſach 
an unknown Journey , its beſt known to him tha ſeeth the ſecrers of 
all hearts, and what a capaſity I was in, is pretty well known to thy 
ſelf ; yer we paſſed according to the information thou hadft procured 
for us of the way ,. together with what we got elſewhere , and we pro- 
ſpered in our Journey , and arrived the-16, of che 2. moneth at {'#t- 
ſhort by the Hotterſche Brethren about a dayes journey from Preſ- 
burg in. Hungaria, where we were pretty kindly entertained by ſome 
of them, and there I dealt ſome of the Books among them which I 


| had carried along with me, and the net day I went alone to ano- 


they Family of them, (Note they were a kind of BaptiFFs which dif- 
fered from others, in having their gaods common, neither wouldthey 
ſwear, nor fight with carnal weapon, and lived by hundreds cogether 
as one Family) And in my going<hither the Lord preſeryed me out 
of the hands of a wicked man which I met withall, who ſeeing me 2 
ftranger, would ( its like) haye laid violent hands an me, or have 
knockt me on the head for my mony, had not the Lord reſtrained 
him ; and the Brethren (ſo called ) wondered I was preſeryed, for 
they could not goe ſo far as to the next Village, bur were in.danger ; 
and when we had had ſowe pretty good ſervice among chem, we got _ 
the names of ſome more of their Families , and one of them was 30d, 
miles farther at a City called Patiock in upper Hyungaria, but ſome of 
thee would haye difſ-waded us from gotng any farcher, bt racher on« 
ly to have vifiged che Families .thereabouts, which I could have been 
free unto, but Fohn was prefled to goe forwards, and Thad not free- 
dome to kaye/him, he got having their Language, which I had.

After that we returned to pikde where the Donow. devided it- 
{elf, and ic mcets at Comora where we were taken , which happened 
as followeth 5 we finding a Boat going with 'Meale to the Garriſon 
at New-hagſel!, which tics in the way-to Pattock, we went along in. 
her, and when we came near unto the place , the Boar-men askedme 
whether I had acquaintance there, '1 faid'no ; or whether we hnd a 
Pais, 1 faid no; thenſaid they it is dangerous going chicher, b:cauſe 
they would be ſuſpitious of us; and to travel further in that Land, 
they being Tributaries to the Turk, we {hould be in danger of being 
killed eicher by the Countrey men, or by ſome of the Turks ; and ar 
that Garrifon they did uſe to put men to crucll deaths which hive 
been found without leaye on the Tribucary ground, yet John was de- 
firous.to be at that Village which was near there , but ſaid the Boat- 
men , he will not take counſell before ye ſhall remember our words, 
and repent it when you cannot help ir, &c, and thetr, words had the 


more impreſſion upon me , becauſe Thad ſeen a night or two before 


in my ſleep , that which afterwards'came to paſſe at Comora, where 
we arrived, and were brought into an Hxvgariaxs Lodging but could 
not underftand one another, -but the next; night they ſent for a Stu- 
dent from the Colledge who asked me in Latine, whence. we were, 


and whither we intended ? Itold him we came from Great Britain, 


and defiredto be at Pattock,, afterwards we entered'into diſcourſe a= 
bout Religion, and when we parted, he ſaid he wiſhed us well, 
though there was a yaſt difference in our judgemenr, &c, 

The next day we endeavoured to get over the River, and made 
fignes ro a Connerey man. with ſome money , who began to make his 
Boat ready to help us ;.but an old Datch-womin.came forth, and ſaid, 
what doe ” ? and told me the Goyernour will preſently cauſe him to 
be hanged, if he ſer us over; ſo welet it reſt, and returned to our 
former Lodging: and the next day T'went over the water on tFe South. 
fide of the Town , where I heard there were many Dutch people 
and Soldiers, hoping to find ſome Countrey men to ſpeak. with, 
and ſome Books I took with me which I would willingly. have ſentta 
Pattock,, and coming by the Souldiers, asked for Countrey. men, bur 
finding none, Tasked leave of the Guard, and walked out into the 
field; where a Trooper ſat Centinel, diſcourſed a little with him, and- 
paſſed on farther where ſome were a Plowing, and as1 returned: back 
there did mect.me a Souldier of Captain Fwchſes Company withtwo

ether, and having a Book in my EZ called A Paper ſent forth mth 
the world, to ſhew the ground and reaſons why we denied the Priefts 
of the World; he looked on the Title, and began voluntarily to tell 
me, that ſuch a place was in T#rky, 2nd if a man went rhicher he 
might haye good daics there,'&c, bur I ſaid, I will goe from whence 
I came, and intending to return to John to the other fide of the wa- 
ter again, the aforeſaid Souldier came to ime again at che water fide, 
and told me I muſt tome to the Captain, and when I came before 
him, he asked for the Book, and looking on ic, asked if I was a Q#4- 
ker, Ifaidyea, and he being in a rage, ſaid, Theſe Rogues ſhe 
#0 reſpefF, and ſaid I was a young John Fas come forth to ſeduce 
people and make uproars, &'c. and he cauſed the Souldiers to pull off 
my clothes, and ſearch me for Letters, and take my money from 
me , and I ſpake ſomething to them ro give them to underſtand that 
they would not be ſo done by, bur he ſaid, whin you'get clear you ſhall 
haye your money again,but he did not think'that that ſhonld bey ſo he 
ſent me to the Guard a while, and ſent for meagain and ſearched me 
more narrowly, and found the Books which were incloſed between 
the Lynings and my Breeches, then was I ſent to the Guard a- 
gain, and the Marſhal was to put Iron Shackles with a Chain upoa 
my foot and hand, and there was a talk as if I ſhould in a ſhorttime 
be Ruck upon a wooden Spit, as ſome haye been who had but gone to, 
the next Village without their order, but I turned my mind inward, 
and was pretty well reſigned up to the Lord: ſo they having ſent over 
to the chiefe Officer to mform him, there were Souldiers ſent with their 
burning matches to fetch me, and I little expeCting lefle then preſent 
death had told ſome Souldiers ; I had a Companion in the Inn on the 
other ſide, and he would maryel what was become of me if he did not 
hear; afterwards I was carried to the aforeſaid Officer, who asked me, 
if Mary had continued alwaies a Virgin? to'which when I had an- 
ſwered,thox Rogue (ſaid he) if I had but power over thee, I would pre- 
ſently drown thee in this water ;' afterwards they went to our Lodg- 
ing, and apprehended Jehz alſo , howbeit free of thar crime which 
they imputed to me, which was for going over, and in the Garriſon 
I was put in the Datch Priſon called the S:ock-houſe, and John into 
the Hungarians Vault which was twenty foot long, where they wrack

The dey following we were firſt examined by the Inquiſitor, whence 
we were? whither we intended ? & howold we were ? and who was the 
Authour of our coming forth > what money we had taken up ? and 
John was ſearched and the Gold found which he had left by him; and 
1 was examined concerning the Books, and told ic was a Capita 
Crime, and it would.cof} my life, but I ſaid what I had done there- 


in, I had done it in ſimplicity, &'c, and he asked who had ſpoke wich 


us in our Lodging, I told him a Scudent ; with many more words- 
And after the firſt examination pne Collonel \Facks, defired ro 
have me brought forth before him, and heasked me ſeyeral'queſtions 
concernmg the Books, and who was the firft bringer up. of this Do. 
Etrine? I told him George Fox was one of the firſt Preachers of it 
in this Generation, and becauſe I owned the Books aforeſaid co. be 
written by the motion of the ſpirit of God, he was very bitrer againf? 
me, and ſcyeral cunning queſtions he did ask me, a3 thereby'to enſnare 
me, but ir did not avail ; ſomething he read in one of the: Books con. 
cerning their Steeple-houſes, as adyice to people that they ſhould poe 
No. more to them, &c, which ſeemed to be very odious to him, and 
he told ene how he cauſed or would cauſeall them Books2nd wricings 
to be Copyed and ſent to-his Prince at Adentxy and when he could 
ſpare:themthe Inquiſitor thould haye thein, i; 'Afcerwatds Twas taken 
to-the Depury Governour a. ( cryell-old, Fox): who. acked-me\ ſeveral 
Queltions,& ſaid he would fend me with-a Meſfage to the Devil, and 
he ſaid I had done worſe then if I had killed a hundred:men ;:and; hes 


cauſe I would not. take of my. hat,; hz judged tha: to be a Towrkiſh- 
. principle ; and I not being free at thai time! to.drinkwine, he nsked

Truth thereof, Afterwards they brought our attempting” to go over 
the water as'a mighty crime againſt us, and the aforeſaid ſouldier was 
called to tiſtifie againſt me, whoſe' Teſtimony being falſe, I withſtood - 
him , and told the Inquiſitous ( who did much ſeek-an occaſion againſt 
me ) that he ſhould beware whart he did-, for if he ſhould cauſe my 
Bloud co be {hed under ſuch a pretence, it would cry to the Lord for 
Vengeance ,and thereby he might draw che wrath of God upon him 
and ethers, And I, defired the other ſouldiers might be examined , 
who alſo had-heard what I had ſaid , which after ſoine time was 
oranted zand I was put forth , and my Adverſary and accuſer he was 
kept within , and one of the other was called : And then I thought, 
Now if the Lord do not aſsiſt me, they may perſwade him to ſpeak the 
ſame thing ; but when he came forth , he rold me he did not ſpeak 
as the other, for that which the other had affirmed was not true ; them 
I thanked che Lord thar this precence failed them. 

But afterwards the Inquiſitour told me, the Books were enough, 
though there were nothing elſe, and asked me whether I knew not, 
chat the Cathelicks had Lawes to burn and tormenr Hereticks; and 
ſuch as carried ſuch Books, 1 ſaid , I-hould not have expeRted ſuch 


Dealing among good Chriſtians, and ſo did not tell him , howbeit T 


knew well, that they were Cruel and bloudie enough. 

Then he opened a book of the corrupt Popiſh Lawes , and read 
therein,how that ſuch perſons as do carry ſuch Books & papers are tO 
beracked, &c. And about this time was Foha ſearched yer further for 
Gold-by the command of the Inquifitour , and having taken off ſo far 
as one of his ſhoesand ſtockings, he was {low in taking off that where 
the Gold was, and the Marſhal thinking it tedious, and thinking 
there had been no more , bid him put chem on again , and up9n'a cer» 
rain tine he gave it me, in half a lictle white loaf when we ood with 
the ſouldiers waiting to be called, --- And. they ſecing the Book cal- 
led T he way 80 the Kingdome, that it was printed at Amfterdars,asked 
me what Books I brought from thence to the Pa!z,and how many,@t, 
and one morning having ſent for ene of _ Priefts , he got that writ-

ten Book of G, Foxes of the A Cacie of Chriſtendome, who leok- 
ing en it, begun to be hot and wrathfull, ſaying, How are we(mean- 
ins the Papitts) Apoſtatized ? and how could that be proved ? I ſaid, 
Friend, it becomerh not a ſpiritual man ro be ſo furious, bur gentle, 
meck, peaceable, &c. then was his: countenance daſhed , and had 
!itelemore to ſay, The Inquiſicour asked me: furcher concerning the 
Sacraments, &c, And I told him how Chriſt ſaid , the Fleſh profited 
lutle, it was the Spirit which quickned, 8&c. which ſeemed ſtrange to 
him, and heasked the Priett, Sir Father how is that * who bethought 
himſelf, and faid he did remember there was ſuch a ſaying, and more 
words paſſed between us, which would be now too long to relate : fu:- 
ther the Inquiificour asked me, if I would be a Catholick ? I faid if I 
ſhould be ſofor fear or favour of them, the-Lord nor requiring it of 
me, [ thould-not have peace in my Conſcience, and the diſpleaſure of 
the Lord would be more intolerable then theirs, And as for compelling 
people, that did but make them Hypocrires', and doth nor truly change 
the heart ; which the Prieſt could not deny but that it was crue, And 
notwithſtanding our Innocencie, we heard the Goyernour wonld have 
us. Rgcked,, which ſeenied to mit according to telation to be a cruel 
Terment ; and in theſe dayes I often poured forth my ſupplications 
unto the Lord with tearcs : And being almoſt every day examined 
till the eighth day , they made ready Benches to fic on , lighted the

had obtained che fayour as r6 be ſuffeted to work'; yet fometimes the 
Marſhal would not ſuffer us to go out, and fometimes he ke back of 
our Wages; and on Saints dayzs (ſo called) and on rainy dayes.we 
ad no Wages, howheit the Lord: provided for us z for there were 
me Women that 'rem*mbred us on'them dayes , and pretty much we 
could have gortert if we had*ſpaken to rich people,and Offices, bue 
we were not free to beg of any”, whereupon the Matthal was an ry::

ſome, who lived ina moſt miſerable pain for three or four dayes, 
| After that I wrote ſomething to the Goyernour , bur the Inquik- 
tour did allo intercept that , and I ſpoke with the Govyernour's Secre. 
tary and with his Chamberlain , who were two pretty diſcreet young 
men ; and one of them.told me how the Inquiſitour was made to giye 
his lord our Papers which he had intercepted, and itappeared to us 
- that he was come in disfayour with -the Governour, and the Chief 
Prieſt (our great Adyzrſary) was in danger of being puniſhed , but for 
what cauſe we did not certainly know ; however that evening the 
Chain was taken off each of us, and bur a litcle left upon one Leg, 
After that came down the General Preſident with the Deputie 
Chanceilour of che Empire and others to view the Garriſon,and chey 
came riding by-us where we were at work , and one looking our of 
the Coach, and ſeeing us not take off our Hats, crycd ſaying , Theſe

oy OS, And. the ſame day was a new Gallows made, and we were called 
In,and by the way the Marſhal ſaid, we were to go before a General, 
and ifwe did nor take off our hats , we ſhould ſee what would beconr 
of us, for the Gallows was ready, 

' And. coming before them , there ſate a Prieſt at che Table, who 
aid we had forfeited our lives, by deſiring to get oyerthe River, &, 
"But I cold him, they thirſted after bloud ,and the Potencates of the 
earth harkned unto them ; and as for us., we had no man, but Godt, 
pledd for us: and many Sophiſtical Arguments he produced, as there 
by tocnſnare me : but ſome of che reſt deſiring to ſpeak with me, | 
regarded what he ſaid the leſs , and with much boldneſs I ſpake uni: 
them; Andas for the Preſident, who ſeemed to be the wiſeſt amono| 
them, he called Joh» to him , andipake French with him, and after 
wards called me and ſpake with me. The Deputy Chancellour ask 
me Whether I would rather turn Papiſt , or be hanged ? I ſaid Idi 
not defireto have them-puc ir to my choice, The Preſident asked m 
whether I would not that all people wereas I was ? I anſwered ani 
ſaid, Whatſoever wasgood in me , I with them like me in that: I 


whether I would net they were all of my Rcligien? I ſaid I wiſhs

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that all might be faithfull to LCA they knew already to be good : 
then he cauſed them to bring us our Hats again, which ſome had thrown 
off. And when they had dined , they defired us te write for Certifi- 
cates, and (5 went their way, | 

And upon a certain time Colonel Fxſ-h came riding by ( where we 
were at work ) and ſome 1:al:an lords with him , who! were'intended* 
for Romze , and he proffered to fend me with them if I pleaſed , or if I 
would be a Papiſt or Calviniſt ( i. e, Prebyterian,) he would procure 
my Liberty, &c; and many more remptations: we had daily, which 
would be too long here to relate; And often there came Officers and 
asked us, What ſaith the Spirit now > haththe Spirit ſet you at work > 
and, had he not done better to have connſelled you to have frayed at 
home > and, doth he not yet tell you, that you muſt be Catholicks ? &c. 
and when I hadſpoken to them, and they no: knowing how to defend 
themſelyes, then they would ſay , Such Hereticks ought to be burned, 
with more bad wicked words to the ſame purpoſe. | |

And though they had little'or nothing to ſay againſt our Anſwers, 
yet they paſſ:d the ſentence on us, that we ſhould be burned if we 
world not be inſtructed , ad imbrace their Religion , fox they had a 
Law ( ſaid they ) which tolerated bur chree, Religions, viz, T heirs, 
the Lutherans, and the! Calviniſts, and whoſoever brought a new 
Religion there, was (according to their Law ) to be burned, if he 
did not turn', and upon that we were ſent away ; and John told me, 
the power ot the Lord would divide them in cheir Countel, as an 
Triſh Prieſt did afcerwards teii him , who'was ſemt to require an ac- 
count of our Religion in writing ; and when it was done, the /r:fþ 
man got an Exgliſh Copy of it, and ſaid he would tell them the Con= - 
rents theresf, and help us what he could : but we thought it would be 
the beſt thatT tranſlated ir, which accordingly I did, and Joh gave 
it Nadaſty in his hand, | 
Afterwards they ſent the Prieſts to Convert us , and there he read 
out of his Catechiſm , and asked Johx concerning the {Teed , Pater- 
nofter, Seven Sacraments, Maſs , Faith, Hope, Love, Patience, and 
more ſuch like things ; to which Joh» anſwered him , ( which is to be 
ſeen tm Johy's Memorial , if it beto be had. ) Afﬀcer that came ſome 
Prieſts and asked us; If wewere come forth to ſow our ſeed 2 Oh, ſaid 
the 7rifh Prieſt, they cannot ſpeak Latine , yet he and others knew 
that I could, And ſeeing they could not prevail with vs there , we 
* were ſent to another place five Datch miles from Wen ( the Empe- 
rour's Seat.) with two Souldiers by Nadaftie's command , and when 
awe were come thither, the Priefts.gave. order to put'us in the Hole 
with the Tarks , becauſe they ſuſpeRed us to be Preachers ; and by 
their inſtigation , and with confent of the Court-Maſter ( who told 
me that there ſhould be Wood and Straw fetcht to burn us ) did the 
Souldiers take-off our Coats, and ſearched our Pockets, and took our 
Books, and Papers : andthe next day, becauſe we would not ſpeak 
Latine, nor takeoff our Hats to their Images in their Church (ſo cal- 
led,) they ſet others upon us to enſnare us 1n words , and ſtrove -

do it themſelves , that they might-have occaſion te take. away our lives, 


which chey often threatned to do z and when they could not prevail with: 
all cheir cunnibg baits, nor makeus bow to their Worſhip, rhey mani- 
feſted their cruelty further in cauſing Iron-Shackles to be put upon our 
Hands, and though they were ſo little , that-I was eyen forced to cry our 
by reaſon of the extremity of the pain , yer' with force they thruſt on the 
Lock, and beheld it with joy. » | | 

And in the Hole we had ſcarce room to put forth our feer, without rouch- 
ing the T urks,whoſe fcet were in the Stocks, & hands in Irons, & mecks 
and feet in tron bands tyed to the wall with ftrong Iron Chains, Afﬀter- 
wards the Prieſts being drunk at their Feaſt, ſemi for us to examine us fur- 
ther, and they (aid they could not believe butFoh was a Preacher ; for a 
Husbandman- could not anſwer ſo readily, And one of the chief of them 
told us, they had ſeyeral Inſtruments of Cruelty,which they could alſo lec 
us taſte of,and:that they could burn:men under the Armes,8 put hot Iron 
or Copper plates upon their Breaſts, and he alſo told us that we ſhould be 
ſent down into Hgngaria to be burned, &c, I ſpoke to'one of the Prieſts, 
and defired of him we might be dealt withal as men or Chriſtians, and 
might have a littlEftraw or hay to lye upon ,for we were worſe uſed then 
the Twrks ; yea, ſaid he, we prefer them before. you. And abour that time 
they proffered us 2 drink in an urging manner, which-it was ſuppoſed was 
made+to poiſan vs,8& hy refuling totake it,then ſaid one of the Prieſts, | 
Swuſpettum eft nos. One of the Prieſts askeit me if I had a wife, I, ſaid, I 
n:ver Knew Woman-kind ; he faid, the Hereticks had not. that grace of 
Chaſtity , neither had I any grace from God; the T #rks had ſomegrace 
(faid he) chey were good Souldiers, and ſomewhat elſe he ſaid of them. 
Another Prieft asked mie how Lhad lain in the Hole'? and howthe Iron 
Shackles pleaſed me, and chreatned how we ſRould be pat.in the miery 
Dungeon in the Tower , and called me filthy names in the Hangariaz 
Tongue before the people: howbeir , bleſſed be the Lord, we had ſlept well 
in.the Shackles upon the Beeſoms in a:cornex, yea better then could be 
expected, chough at the firſtmy Wriſt-bsnd pained me much-: and when 


the Prieſts and others were ſeeking much to diſcourage us, 1 was upon 2 


rime ſiting muſing on a Bench , and thinking, Lord help us , and what 


will be the end of this ? and whether ſhallthey have power to murther us 
here,where few may know of it,being in this-place here are no other SeCts

the witneſs ofGod was reachedin himwhich had Rirced much in him in 

rhe time bf his youth , by which he was ftirred up to declare againſt the 

darkneſs & deadneſs of theBrethrens forms before meEcioned,among whom 

ke had been: educated , neither could he be well ſacisficd in himſclfuntil 

ke came co ſeezand after ſome difcourſe with us, was yer more Convinced, 

and he told us,how the Earl did. judge the Prieſts had been drunk, which 

was rue, both with rage 8& wine: chen did the ſtreams begin to turn, and- 
ſome defired otir fayour,and borhthe Officer & Prieft beguh'to flatter us 

with others,who'had been high again(Fus,&chen they had no more power 

4o put us into the Hole,nor to'cexerciſe their Cruelty upon us,as they had! 

done before, which was no {mall:croſs to their wills, 

After that there came a fpirirual Lord((o'called)an Engliſh man, fron! 
Wien, heaked ſob» if we came to plantour Religionyſaying, the Sets 
had occafioned much miſchief in E vp/znd,bur now they would be rooted 
eut;but Job»ſaid , the Eove.of God cat reconcile them again : A pox @ 
God take that Love, ſaid he,with ether unſavoury words, whereby he ſhew-. 
ed himfelfto be Carnal indeed , though he was called Spiritual, Another 
ame to us, who was called Frater Valentine, & ſpeaking with us concer- 
ning the Bibleghe ſaid it had brought many'thouſands into Hell ; and he 
xading a Paper of /ohx's which he had writ to the Earl and the Council; 
wherein Fohx ſhewed how he wasan Emg/:ſh-man,and forasmuch as there 
was no diſcord betwixt Exgland and the Empire , he knew net why ar 
Exgl:ſh-man coming intoany of the Emperours Dominions to vii a ſort 
ef peoplc,and to ſpend his money;(hould be ſo uſed, &c.but,faid the afore- 
ſaid Freter,they ought'to be beheaded z for if they had done ſo roLuther 
at firſt hed eh had not been' ſo many L-therans or Hereticks at 
thisday :furcher,he ſaid we were the fore-runners of Antichrift,and this 
Tumour went throughout the Kingdome and elſewhere , That tht Anti- 
Chrift was taken, and was at NadaFte's Court however , ſoon after it 
wasthought we might have been: ſer at Liberty , but thac the Pricſt did ſo

In che mean time Adaw Brien (the Earls Barber)had defired (unknown 
tous)hat wemight have the liberty to come forth and lie in his houſe, the 
winter being cold, and we ina cold Guard, where the door ſtood open all = 
day and much of the night, and he proferred his own perſon in 6ur ttead 
if we ſhould yun away, howbeit, we were not free to be ſo burthenſome to 
him, though he had obtaindthe thing, bur chuſcd rather to content our 
ſelves wherethey appoinced us, that the burthen 'mighe come the heavier 
upon them, that they might be the ſooner weary of us: and what ſtorms 
and affaulcs:we had from the Prieſts and Souldiers, and others with them, 
and how they ſought toenſnare us, would be too long here to relatey 
but. in the mean tire we were often refreſhed through 4dam and his 
Wives love, together with the ſenſe of the loye of God, and friends'whe 
were afar off; and our adyerſaries might haye been the worſe ro us, but 
that many of them thereſtood in pretty much awe of 4d4m,who ſtoesd in 

his integrity over them; for he having ſuch daily acceſle to the Earl,and 
knowing moſt of them at Courr guilty of more or leſs, they did therefore 
dread him the more;& ſometime we did go to his houſe,& had ſometimes 
opportunities to ſpeak with fome of the aforementioned Brethren, who 
were warned of that ſore deſolation, which is fince come upon many of 
them, for of nine Families of them chete- is but one'remaining, and the 
reſt were burned with the value of many chouſands in them, and'aboye 
twe hundred of the men were ſlain and' taken captive. I 

And about that time there was a Gentleman (ſo called) appointed for 
to bind me and carry me away, whoſe waiting man came tome'and gave 
me two big glaffes, as if I ſhould have gone with him to have fecht/ſome 
wine, or ſomething elſe, but preſently 1 was ſenſible all was not right-or 
well, for he had a great cudgel in his hand, & that fame morning had gi- 
yen_ me very bad words; and when I had followed him into the field 
there carve many Skads (for the ſnow was ſo deep that Wagons could 

nat traycl) and when the firſt came at us, the man that had given me the 
Bottles did cauſe me to lay them down , and to get-up upon one of the 
Sleads, and he returned back again; & the other who had ſo much threat- 
ned me formerly, came towards ime, and _ I was very {cnfible of _ 
2 - Chei 
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chief intended by them, and then c was troubled for John and «Adam, 
lett they hould have avenged: chemſelyes on them through pretending I 
had been4un away, (for they were become full of envy againft Adam for 
his loye te us, )and I reſolyedto endeavour torger back to che Town, think. 
ing that if they did ſtop me, it might be the better manife(t I was not run 
away, butiwhen I aſſay'd ſo.to do, the aforeſasd wicked man caught me 
by the hair in great fury, and (hed pretty much of my bloud, & I choughr 
he had quire ſtruck out one of my eyes.,' and he pulled me;down in'the 
ſnow, and did ſorely abuſe me, and bound my £rms with thongs, as alſo 


my feet, and bound me ſo' in the Stead, that I alſo hungby the armsand = 


feet with my face in the hay, and he and another ſat upon'me and truck 
me in the back with a weapon, and bruiſed me ſo fore that I could not 
expe to live lone, beſides I wasgalmoſt choaked wich my mouth and noſe 
full of bloud ſo cloſe in the'hay, neither knew I co the contrary bur they 
would have murthered me in a ſhort time in that Wood which was cloſe 
by ; but Oh / thought I, chat I might bur live one quarter of an hour, then 
paradyenture ſome might pale by and ſee me, whereby Adaw and Fohn 
might come to know what was become of me; afterwards we came by a 
Gallows, where 1 thought they might have execured meybur there we paſſed 
by, & people coming that way, they muzzled me with'a cloak, and one ſar 
upon-me till the people were paſſed by howbeic, I hearing their feer in the 
ſnow called to them, and defired them-ro acquaint the aforeſaid Barber 
how I was there, 8c. buc then did the Sauldier bear me ſore apain,the other 
having forbid himto fuffer me to-ſay any thing, then where we came at 
night the Irons were pur on my»feet, and along big chain tied on high a- 
bout a:/beam was put about my neck all:inight; nexcmorning we came toa 
Village where I would gladly have ſpoke with one, but they cauſed me ro 
lie down until we were paſt both Village & Caſtle, and ſo we travelled-to- 
wards a place inthe Wilderneſle as I was informed, and finally we came 
toa place where they were building a new Cloylter, bur the Pryor not be- 
ing at howe, the the other Priefts would not take me in. withour his order, 
fo that night 1 was pur in chains as before, and the next morning was led 
up io the Caſtle, 'and-was ordered to be pur in a dark hole where no light 
was, for he that came along wich me,bid chem blind-{sld me, and pur me 
in a deep Dungeon, and co give me but little bread and water, and that 
none ſhou'd tell of me, and there being a Jew, wasforbid on pain of death 
not to {ay any thing ; and 1 was ſoon afcer put ina hole where there was 
buc litule lightand there 1 wes four dayes and four nights in cold froſty 
weather 
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weather,& it was much I was not Rarred.Bur after the Pryor wtote home 
to the Monks , I was ſent for, and when they uſed their Ceremonies, and 
ſprinkled cheir Infants,e&-c.I did not conform to chem in their Kneeling, 
and the like, at which they maryelſed, bur ſaid not much in my preſence ; 
but when I went to my lodging , they ſaid F was a bad Dogs and 4 Fav. 
buris Rogue; and ſometime they ſent for an armed Souldier to ouard me, 
or rather to affright me. And when I had been there abouc x 2, dayes, the 
Pryor came home, & ict ſeems he had ſome order ro-Rack me for writing 
Letteis at Pattexdorf'; then did the Pryor ſend for me, and asked me 
concerning our coming into the Countrey, and ro what end, and con- 
cerning ſome Points of our Religion , to which I anſwered him accord- 
ing to Truth, but he ſaid that was not enough, we mult believe, That the 
Pope wasChriſt's Vicar,8 that He & they had power to bind & looſe,g#c. 

And when we had reaſoned a while together, he ſaid, | muſt haye my 
habitation again in the Caftle;'arid that he would come ſometimes by me, 
& bring the Bible: and afterwards he care up ſometimes to ſee his corn 
and proviſion, but ha4 little delight to ſpeak with me, but once he called 
me where he ſate,8& told me the Earl had delired him.co inform me,thar 
I ſhould not maryel he had ſent me thither, for ic was not for my fake 
alone, but for ſeducing ſo many ſoules , and if it could be proved, I was 
come on ſuch purpoſe,I ſhould be laid on a heap of wood,meaning I ſhuuld 
be Burned. In the mean time I gave my Teftimony againſt their fruits of 
Coverouſne(s, Pride, Perſecution, cc. and againſt their weapons, which 
werent like Chriſts nor his Apoſtles ; and with this ſome that Rood by 
weie affeted,& many things paſſed betwixt us at chat time,which I ſhall 
rot Now rehearſe ; and afterwards | was cold, how he had ſaid to ſome, 
he had ſpoken with many learned men,but never did any anſwer him as' 
I did. And afterwards I had more Libercy,and more reſpe& ſhewn me,& 
the report went, how none that dealt with me could gin at my hand, &c, 

And after I was ſotreacheroully :aken a way,as before mentioned, from 
Adam and John,the Er! roid {dam I was run away, and he might ſee 
where to find ine ; he ſaid he cod not believe that, ur afrerwards he gor 
inteitigznce where | was ,and wrote ſome Lines by the Officer of the Ca- 
Rle,ur ne was unwilliny to deliver 1t m2 buc geye ine bad language, faye 
ing he had appointed a Hangman to flza off my skn, if I did not curnPa- 
pi: bur fin»!ly 1 goca fignc of it,& he told me how cloſely rne defign of 
my removal was cariied on, iniomuch chat bur three d1d know of it at 
firſt ; he alto told mc how he had longed for an opporiunity to ſend me

bread enough on his account ; and finally the Earl being fick unto death,

' TT wrote to thee about 4, or 5, weeks ſince ,' wherein I wade wention of | 


. the miſerable condition theſe-Lands are in, by reaſon of the extraordinary 


wars, eſpecially in Hunpgaria, winch i expetted will extend the next Sum- 
wer unto this place where 1 live, where they bave not as yet beew, but alas, 
we are daily in jeopardy , either of the Turks, Tartarians, or others. 

* Hipen the other (ide of the River Donow about 48. miles from hence 
they have burned all before them, for the mit pars of two hundred miles, 
fo that there is not « houſe to be found, excegt ſowe Caſtles, or ſtrong pla- 
ces which the Turks have taken and keep for themſelves. And 
many yuhrg and old have they flain, and many expoſed like beafts to m1- 
ſerable flavery,” and it is expetted that it may yet be warſe then jt hath 
been; and therefore I do parpaſe (God willing) ro tudeavour to get into 
them parts whare theu art the ntxt Sumwiy, if it be free from war there,
